25.—A bet- 
ter class of live stock will be produc­ 
ed on Missouri farms in the future 
as one of the results of the depres­ 
sion* period which the farmer 
has 
been passing through, in the opinion 
of Dr. A. W. Nelson, prominent far-* 
mer living near Bunceton. 
Doctor 
j Nelson is chairman 
of the eommit- 
j tee which drew' up plans for the Mis­ 
s o u ri agricultural conference board, 
which is to be organized in the near 
future. 
“There 
is a 
strong 
disposition 
among farmers at the present time 
to produce a better 
class 
of live 
! stock,” Dr. Nelson said today, 
dis­ 
cussing the present situation with re* 
; gard to the farmer. 
“The 
farmer 
has been convinced to a large extent 
j that it is financially advisable 
far 
; him to produce live .stock for sale, 
rather than to buy and 
feed 
stock 
| for sale. 
This tendency is evident 
I among both hog and cattle feeders. 
I It has been the result of the high 
feeding cost and 
the low* market 
j price w liich has robbed the former of 
; his profit during the past year. 
“The financial situation with 
the 
! farmer is easier at the present time 
; than it has been since the depress 
I sion period set in the fall of 1920,” 
i Dr. Nelson said. 
“There ip a better 
! feeling among farmers toward finan- 
| ces than there 
has 
been for more 
than a year. As a result of fhis con­ 
dition, a large majority of the farm­ 
ers are going ahead with plans 
for 
; full activities during the coming sea­ 
son. 
“On the other hand, there 
is 
a 
strong feeling among farmers in fa­ 
vor of reducing the acreage of corn 
and oats in the state.

March 3.—The larg­ 
est water power development In Mis­ 
souri is planned for a site on the 
Osage river in Camden county, ac- 
j cording to W. R. Banks, G. A. Meand­ 
er and associates of Lamar, who yes­ 
terday announced that they have ob­ 
tained authorization from the federal 
; power site commission in Washing­ 
ton, and that they have obtained the 
necessary capital, about $5,000,000, 
through a New 
York 
construction 
company. 
The promoters say they expect to 
obtain 30,000 to 50,000 horsepower 
from the dam, and to supply Central 
i Missouri towns and cities with light 
and power. 
The plans call for a project larger 


I than that at Lake Taneycomo, in 
Taney county. The location is about 
fifteen miles south of Versailles, at 
the point where a 31-mile bend in the 
Osage begins. 
A 
tunnel 
only 1% 
miles long will span the distance 
across this bend, and will empty its 
* waters into the Osage at the other 


I side of the bend, which is known as 
; “Devil’s Elbow.” 
At the town of Linn Creek, which 
is on the course of this bend, the 
Niangua river flows itno the Osage. 
An auxiliary dam is planned at the 
end of the bend to keep up the level 
ot this stretch of the river, and It is 
intended, in fact, to raise it about IO 
feet above the normal level. 
Banks said that the damage in the 
form of land overflow would not be 
large, owing to favorable conforma­ 
tion of the banks in that region.
